Two members of the jury which returned the 
verdict are automobile owners. 

Fred Cordes, who was with Hrodek on the 
night he ran down and killed Patrick J. Con- 
don at West Madison street and Clark ave- 
nue, was acquitted on the 8 
of the state. 


Second Conviction of Kind in U. 8. 
The conviction of the driver of an automo- 
bile on the charge of murder for the acei- 
dental killing of a man is reported to be the 
secoud on the records in the United States.

On the night of March 18 last, Hrodek and 
Cordes went to the garage of the Fisher 
Kalb company, by whom the former was em- 
ployed, and took out the motor delivery 


truck. The two men drove around town and | 


drank at saloons. The car had been taken 
without the permission of the owner. 

At West Madison street and Clark avenue 
Condon, who lived at 1235 West Harrison 
street, and two brothers in law, were waiting 
for a street car. They had been attending 
a wake. 

According to witnesses who testified at the 
trial, the street car had stopped to take on the 
three men when the motor truck, driven 
by Hrodek, shot around the rear of the car 
at from thirty-five to forty-five miles an 
hour. It struck Condon and one of his com- 
panions. The latter was thrown to one side 
and only slightly bruised. 

Condon was knocked down, and in pass- 
ing over him his clothing caught on some 
of the machinery, with the result that he 
was dragged down the street. The motor 
truck became unmanageable. Witnesses 
said the driver appeared to have lost all 
control of it. The truck mounted the crub, 
slid across the sidewalk, and brought up 
against a tree. 


Showed Most Concern for Truck.

He placed much stress on the asser- 
tion that Hrodek steered the car to avert 6 
collision with a street car. 

The jury retired at 3 o'clock and returned 
its verdict after two hours’ deliberation,

Contract Letting Ignored 
Manufacturers’ Protests. 


WRONG MACHINE TESTED? 


Attorney Deneen Asks of Experts’ 
Alleged Mistake“; Ultimate 
Cost $4,000,000. 


Election Commissioner Howard, S Taylor, 
continuing his testimony before the Butts 
committee. frankly told the législators yes- 
terday that the Empire contract for a million 
dollars’ worth of voting machines was let 
with no attention paid to protests from com- 
peting machines, from the Bureay of Public 
Efficiency, or the repeated attempts at delay 
made by Commissioner Czarnecki | 

Dr. Taylor did not conclude his examina- 
ton, through which he was led by Attorney 
Deneen for the committee. Mr. Deneen 
hopes to have finished with Dr. Taylor by 
today noon. Then Charles H. Kellerqann, 
chairman of the election board, will be sworn 
and his story of the Empire contract will go 
into the record. | 

Calls Protests “Inconsequential.” 

Up to the moment of the day’s adjournment, 
Dr. Taylor had told the committed that all 
protests had been filed because the majority 
of the board believed them inconsequéntial. 
He said he did not remember any specific 
point on which the contract differed from the 
epecifications in essential particulars. 

Dr. Taylor, when confronted with the speci- 
fications and with the contract, admitted the 
specifications, under which the bids were 
received during the twenty-five day period, 
demanded: the detivery of 200 machines in 
four months, while the contract called for 
the delivery of 200 in eight months, while 
provision for delivery of 300 more in nine 
months had been extended in the contract 
to 300 in fifteen months.

Strike Outbreaks. 


MANY HURT IN RIOTING. 


‘Miners Strip Deputies of Stars, but Do 


No Damage to Property. 


Calumet, Mich., July 24.—Violating orders 

of the Western Federation of Labor againat 
violence, many of the 15,000 striking miners 
of the copper belt today created enough dis- 
turbances to result in the ordering out of 
troops. 
By tomorrow night there will be nearly 
2,400 state soldiers, including cavalry and 
artillery, in the mining fields of the upper 
peninsula of Michigan. 

There were no concerted attacks on mine 
property or persons about the mines, but 
many persons were injured in sporadic 
bra wis. 

In one of these brawis the strikers end 
deputy sheriffs clashed fiercely. One miner 
incurred injuries which may prove fatal. 

So menacing did the situation appear to 
Sherit® Crune that he asked Gov. Ferris for 
militia early in the day. 

The governor was on his way to Alpena, 
and when the request reached him at Bay 
City he was at firet inclined to think that 
the sheriff was unduly alarmed. 


Troops Sent to Strike Zone. 

Later reports, however, convinced the gov- 
ernor that armed help was needed, and he 
ordered Adjt. Gen. Vandercook to rugh sol- 
diers to the strike zone. 

Adjt. Gen. Vandercook sent telegrams to 
all the company commanders of the state 
militia, ineluding two troops of cavalry and 
two companies of artillery, ordering them to 
assemble their men and start at once for the 
northern peninsula. The provisions which 
tho quart- t master s department had ordered 
for the annual encampment of state troops 
to be held at Ludington next month will be 
shipped north at once. 

A plentiful supply of ammunition and two 
field guns with shrapnel will arrive tomor- 
row for the use of the militia. — 


While there were several outbreaks in vati- 


ous parts of the mining country, the chief 
disturbance that set thé: troops in motion 
was an assault on the deputy sheriffs sta- 
tioned at the mines of the Calumet & Hecla 
company to protect property. None of the 
mines have attempted to operate, but the 
strikers seemed to object to the presence of 
the deputies. 

About 300 strikers, armed with steel drilis, 
clubs, and stones, and a few with firearms, 
which they fired in the air, marched to the 
No. 2 Conglomerate shaft and stripped the 
deputies of stars. 


Strikers Overpower Sheriffs. 

The victorious strikers, meeting with lit- 
tle opposition, proceeded to the Heola branch 
mine and divested the deputies there of their 
insignia of authority. The deputies could 
not offer much resistance, as the strikers out- 
numbered them, but there were many fights 
after the stars had been collected and sev 
eral persons were severely beaten. A few 
men were taken to hospitals. 

The strikers then surrounded all the sur- 
face plants of the Calumet & Hecla company 
and forced suspension of auxiliary opera- 
tions in these plants. The machine shops, 
foundries, and other similar industries were 
closed before the onset of the miners. The 
company managers asserted that these shops 
would have been closed later anyway, as 
there was little for them to do. 

The stamp mills were not molested, ut 
they shut down today for lack of ore and ie 
cause of the general confusion. ore 


Four Killed in Strike Battle. 

Charleston. W. Va., July 24.—Four men 
were killed today in a short, sharp battle be- 
tween striking miners and watchmen em- 
ployed by the Wake Forest Coa) company 
at Wake Forest, on Cabin oreek, the scene 
cf much rioting and bloodshed since strike 
troubles started in April 1011. 


Troops to Pass Through Chicago. 

Springfield, III., July 24.—Permission to send 
Michigan militia through Hlinois on the way 
to the upper peninsyla of Michigan, where 
striking copper miners are reported to be 
causing disturbances, was given the governor 
of the northern state tonight by Gov. Dwnne. 
The Michfgan troops probably will come from 
Lansing to Chicago, where they will entrain 
for Calumet. 


RAIL SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

New York, July 24.—The railroad situation 
involving the threatened strike of 80,000 train- 
men and conductors against the eastern 
roads remained practically unchanged to- 
night after another day of conferences, so far 
as could be’ learned from the federal board 
of mediators, which is seeking to have the 
roads and the men agree on a platform of ar- 
bitration under the Newlands act.

Doesn’t Remember Mulhall. 

“In the first place, strange as it may ap- 
pear, I have no recollection of ever seeing 
Col. Muihall until he appeared before this 
committee, no recollection of ever speaking 
to Col. Mulhall on any subject, but I gm not 
prepared to say that I have not done so, 
becauge there are @ great Many men with 
whom T have talked that of course I do not 
remember, Senator Cummins said in reply 
to the charges 

Non, it may be, I do not say that it was 
not so, that Col. Mulhall came to me and 
presented the request of the association for 
me to go to Indianapolis. I will not say it 
I have no recollection of seeing

rate I did not go. 

“I will not say that I never saw Col. Mul- 
hall in 1900. He may have spoken to me ifn 
the restaurant.

and I never invited Mr. Mulhall to go to Sen- 
ator Dolliver’s rooms, and I never went with 
Mr. Mulhall to Senator Dollſver's room, nor 
had a conversation with him about that sub- 
ject or any other. 

“IT am positive with regard to the meet- 
ing in Senator Dolliver’s room. It seems to 
me impossible that such a meeting as that 
could have occurred and left no impression 
upon my memory. I can easily understand 
how I could see and talk with Mr. Mulhall 
about a general subject or about an invita- 
tion to indianapolis and forget it, but it does 
not seem to me possible that I could forget 
a conversation such as he has described oc- 
curring in Senator Dolliver’s room,” 


Mention of Woman Stirs Mulhall.

HE AGREES TO SURRENDER. 


Attempted to Defraud Morgan & Co. 
and Steel Corporation, 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—David La- 
mar, who impersonated cangresamen while 
recommending his friend, Edward Lanter- 
bach, to corporation heads and men of means, 
le expected to sirrender to the federal au- 
thorities here next Monday. 

United States District Attorney H. Snow 
den Marshall admitted today for the first 
time that the sealed indictment handed down 
a week ago wae a formal accusation that 
Lamar attempted to defrand J. P. Morgan 
& Co, and the United States Steel corpora- 
tion 

The reason for the secrecy was that Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall did not know unt! 
a few days ago where Lamar was. Then he 
learned that Lamar was in Washington

Lamar Located in Washington. 

As soon as he located Lamar he coOmmuni- 
cated with United States Commissioner An- 
son H. Taylor of Washington. Commissioner 
Taylor was asked to bring Lamar te court 
and to arraign him.

M. who is in Washington under subpena o 
appear before the senate committee, said 
today that the suit against the Philadelphia 
North American was but the first step in 
the retaliatory program of the N. A. M. It 
would be followed by other suits against 
newspapers in other cities. In some in- 
stances, he said, these suite will be based 
upon the editorial expressions of the news- 
papers and in others upon state- 
ments of alleged fact appearing in the news 
columns. The greater number, however, are 
editorial in character and position. 

Mr. Kirby indicated, although he would not 
confirm the statement, that at least one New 
York newspaper would be called to account 
for its editorial utterances. 


Bears Out Secrecy Policy. 

As bearing on the relations between Kirby 
and Mulhall the following letter was placed 
in. evidence this morning by the senate com- 
mittee Inquiring into thé Mulhall matter. 
The letter is signed by J. Kirby Jr., then 
president of the national association. It fol- 
lows: 

National Association of Manufacturers, General 
Offices, 170 Broadway, New York.—Dayton O., 
June 13, 1010.—My Dear Colonel: That there 
mar be no further misunderstanding or con- 
troversy with respect to the instructions 
you shell receive or from whom you shall 
receive them, I have arranged with Mr. 
Bird to assume complete and absolute charge 
over your movements and work as the same re- 
lates to association matters, and after receipt 
of this letter you will therefore please report 
ta and receive your instructions from him. He 
will instruct you as to the character of reports 
to be made to him, and which are to be made to 
ho one else, except as he may direct. 

I am strong y impressed with the unwisdom of 
too much letter writing about matters of a con- 
fidential nature, having just passed through an 
experience which clearly demonstrated to me 
the danger of too free written expression on mat- 
tere that should be carefully guarded and not 
subjected to the scrutiny of those who ought not 
be conversant with them. 

‘This precautlon is necessary to guard against 
leaks which would be apt to destroy the confi- 
dence imposed on you and, as 4 consequence, 
your usefulness also I think you will agree with 
me on this matter and that you will be glad 
to be relieved of the thought that I expect any 
written reperts from you. I will de kept informed 
of what is going on without danger of leakage. 
Of course I do not mean that you are not to 
write to me. for while I wish you to report as 
Mr. Bird shall direct you, I shall be pleased to 
hear from you occasionally as the spirit moves 
you to write mo a social letter. 

Hopihe that this will clear the atmosphere of 
all tendency to discord or confusion of authority 
and that I shall continue to hear of repeated 
triumphs, such as has come to us of late, through 
your good efforts, and wishing you every pos- 
sible success in your work in the future, I am,

$400,000 on the contract.

* chief objection to the disposal of 
garbage in a reduction plant owned 
by a private contractor is that the original 
coustruction of such a plant demands a 
large investment. When a contractor who 
holds the contract for the disposal of 
garbage for, say, five years, has invested 
$200,000 or $300,000 in his plant, it is 
necessary for bim—it he wishes to come 
out whole—to clear enough money to pay 
back this investment during the term of 
his contract, in addition to his profit. 

If, as he nears the end of his contract 
period, it seems likely that it may not be 
renewed there is no incentive for him to 
keep his plant in good repair. If, as a 
result of its run down condition, the plant 
becomes a howling public nuisance it is 
extremely ditticult to force repairs. 

And if the. courts should order the clos- 
ing of the plant what could be done with 
the daily accumulating garbage? 

The large initial investwent aiso makes 
it dificult for other contractors to bid 
against the owner of a reduction plan 
who, at the end of his first term, mt 
probably accumulated a sinking fund 
large enough to make his plant stand him 
nothing.

| ied a city owns its reduction plant, on 
the other hand, it has every reason to 
keep it in good repair, for, with proper 
attention, it may do the desired work in- 
definitely. 

Cleveland and Columbus, O., are the 
two chief cities which have 80 far built 
municipal plants for the disposal of gar- 
bage by the reduction process. 

In Cleveland the collection of garbage 
costs about $125,000 a year, while the op- 
eration of the reduction plant represents 
an aditional expense of $85,000. The in- 
come from the sale of fats and other prod- 
ucts is about $190,000 a year, making the 
net cost to the city only about $20,000. 
In Columbus the total cost of about 
$380,000 is partly offset by the sale of prod- 
ucts to the amount of something, like 


860,000.

T* establishment of a municipal re- 

duction plant, however, requires a 
city to go into a difficult and complicated 
manufacturing business, in which it com- 
petes with private business men. In man- 
aging a business of that kind municipai 
authorities in the United States have not 
ag a rule been brilliant successes. < 

If a city builds its own incineratiou 
plant—Milwaukee is the largest city to 
take this step—the same objections do not 
apply. The cost of equipment and of 
labor, in the way of wagons, teams, and 
workmen, is much less. The heat pro- 
duced by burning the refuse may be used 
for the making of steam power and util- 
ized for various municipal purposes, and, 
since the ashes thrown out by the aver- 
age housebolder contain about 20 per cent 
of coal, the initial cost of burning may not 
be great. 

The resulting refuse cinder may be used 
for filling or for the paving of streets, as 
in Memphis, where thirty miles of, streets 
have been laid with such material. If 
the cinder is ground up and used in the 
manufacture of concrete that again will 
find use in the construction of public 
works.

LL the by-products of an incineration 

plant are of direct use lu municipal 
improvements and do not require for their 
utilization the expert sgiesmanship which 
it might to dispose profitably of the oils, 
fats, and other products of the reduction 
process. There would also be much less 
opportunity for political eer ar lee oe 
favoritism. 

Meanwhile it is to be noted chat if the 
best reduction plants seem to tlirow off 
a considerable odor, many of the incinera- 
tion plants so far built do not -by any 
means live up to their specifications. 
When the garbage contains much water 
it takes a long time to dry the contents 
of the furnace so that it may be con- 
sumed. And neither kind of plant will do 
good work unless it is managed by men 
who are able and willing to pay more at- 
tention to their work than to politics.

I am 
greatly surprised that our attitude has been 
misunderstood.” 

In addition to prohibiting the appearance 
of women in tights in restaurant perform- 
ances the ordinance prohibits any entertain- 
er from circulating among the audience. It 
also proposes to exact special license fees 
from restaurants giving vaudeville perform- 
ances, but the provision against which oppo- 
sition has been shown is the one prohibiting 
the patrons of restaurants and cafés from 
dancing on the dining room floor. 


Not Ready to Report. 

The subcommittee in charge of the meas- 
ure announced it was not ready to report, 
but Ald. James B. Bowler, one of the mem- 
bers, said he and his associates were consid- 
ering abolishing cabarets and refusing to 
license them. The ordinance already does 
this, and the license fee section refers only to 
vaudeville performances on platforms in res- 
taurants and cafés. 


MAJ. RAY APPEALS TO COURT. 


Chicago Officer Seeks to Enjoin Pro- 
motion of Another Over His Head 
Under Wilson Plan. 


Washington, D. 0. july 24.—Maj. Beecher 
B. Ray of the army pay corps, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, today applied to the 
district Supreme court to enjoin Secretary 
Garrison from certifying to the president for 
promotion any other officer who would thus 
be jumped over him. 

Attorney General McReynolds recently held 
that the president was not compelled to pro- 
mote Ray, although he is in line under the 
seniority rule.

|SPLIT OVER CURRENCY BILL 
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House Democrats’ Conference 
Ends Without Results. 


WILSON WIELDS ‘BIG STICK.’ 


Consults “Insurgent” Leader, Secking 
to Win Over Opposition. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—The adminis- | 


tration currency bill today became the cén- 
ter of chaos in the conference of Democratic 
members of the house banking and currency 
committee. After a stormy session the con- 
ference broke up tonight with an intermina- 
dle vista of opposition and discussion opened 
up and the prospects of an agreement on the 


bill apparently reduced to a vague and shad- 


owy hope. 

Even Chairman Glass, champion of the 
bill on the house side, was about ready to 
a bandon the idea of getting his colleagues to- 
gether. President Wilson regarded the situ- 
ation as so serious that he arranged for a 
conference at the White House with Repre- 
sentative Henry of Texas, chairman of the 
houge rules committee, who has been advis- 
ing with the insurgent committeemen. 
The interview lasted until well into the night. 

The conference today was turbulent from 
the outset. After reopening the discussion of 
the fundamental feature of the bill, the gov- 
ernment control through the broad powers 
of the proposed federal reserve board, Repre- 
sentative Bulkeley of Ohio held the floor for 
an hour in a free discussion of President Wil- 
son's attitude toward the bill. 


Reserve Board Irks, 

It became apparent that the proposal to 
keep this board a strictly government inati- 
tution, urged by President Wilson as one 
of the essentials, was a point of wide dis- 
agreement. 

Then Representative Ragsdale presented a 
set of amendments practically rewriting the 
essentials of the bill. These amendments, 
framed by Representative Henry and Repre- 
sentative Ragsdale, represent the sentiment 
of the so-called insurgent Democrats on 
the currency question and provide for cur- 
rency issued warehouse receipts for cot- 
ton, corn, and wheat. 

Representatives Henry and Ragsdale an- 
nounced their intention of fighting for the 
amendments not only in the conference of 
the committee Democrats but in the full 
committee, the Democratic caucus, and pos- 
sibly on the floor of the house. 


Little Chance for Agreement. 

Chairman Glass said tonight that at the 
close of the day’s session he suggested the 
impossibility of the Democrats agreeing and 
proposed that they take the uncompleted b 
to the full committee and try to reach an 
agreement with the minority members or 
that they take it to th® Democratic caucus. 

The majority, however, believed they 
should make a further attempt to thresh out 
their differences in conference. 

Not a single vote was taken on an amend- 
ment or a step made in the direction of agree- 
ing toany of the features of the bill. 

It is expected that the debate on this and 
other phages of the bill will be extended and 
that some time will have to be spent in the 
consideration of the so-called “ insurgent’ 
amendments. These propose sweeping 
changes in the measure.

Government, Flushed with Vie- 
tories, May End War; 
Nanking Captured? 


LONDON, July 26, 3a. m.—A Shanghai dis- 
patch ta the Daily Telegraph says: 

“ Leoting has begun in the city and the 
residents are tieeing. Many fires were caused 
by bursting shells and several foreigners 
weunded by stray shots. 

Shanghai is so full of refugees from Nan- 
king and Kiu-Kiang that the people are 
steeping in the streets. A boatload of south- 
ern deserters was sunk by the gunboat fire. 
The northerners have oecupied a rebel fort 
near the arsenal. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Morn- 
ing Post expresses the opinion that the south- 
erners are not likely to repeat their attacks 
en the arsenal, but will abandon Shanghai, 
end that the revolution will speedily end. 

Dispatches from Shanghai by way ef both 
St. Petersburg and London report that Nan- 
king je in the hands of the northerners. 


Government Troops Win. 

SHANGHAI, July 25, 2 a. m.—During the 
last twenty-four hours the rebels have made 
a series of spirited attacks on the arsenal, 
but all of them have been successfully re- 
pulaed. The government troops are so en- 
couraged at their continued success that they 
have assumed the offensive and are farcing 
the rebels back on Nantao, a southern sub- 
urb of the Chinese native city. 

Admiral Tseng has formally warned the 
Nantao chamber of commerce that unless 
the rebels disperse he will bombard their po- 
sition and. the forts at the mouth of the river, 


which a also in the hands of the southern- 


ers. 


Dr. Sun’s Charter Revoked. 
PEKING, July 24.—The charter granted 
to Dr. Sun Yat Sen for the construction of a 
network of railways in China has been can- 


| celed. Only one contract has been concluded 


under this eharter—that with an English 
firm providing fer the construction of a line 
from Canton to Chungking-Fu, which it ts 
believed the government will recognize. 

The project for a great scheme of Chinese 
railways was foremost in Dr. Sun Yat Sen's 
program for the modernization of China. It 
commanded the support of the Peking gov- 
ermment and involved a great extension of 
the privileges of foreigners in the country 
and an immense increase in China's foreign 
trade. 

Dr. Sun was authorized in September, 1912, 
to establish a railway corporation. te carry 
out a system of national railways covering 
territory 70,000 milea in extent. 

Mixed Chinese and foreign companies were 
to be granted concessions throughout Chine 
fer a period of about forty years, after 
which time the lines were to revert to China. 
Similar concessions were to be given to for- 
eianers for the intermediatte districts. Pres- 
ident Yuan Shi. Kai was to allow Dr. Sun 
$20,000 monthly to promote hig scheme.

Yuan Shih Kai was accepted provisionally 
as president of the new government when it 
was established, but reluctantly and with 
apprehension by the southern republigans, of 
whom Sun Yat Sen was best known abroad. 
Luan was probational as well as provi- 
sional. He was thoroughly distrusted be- 
cause his angounced opinion was that a 
republic Was hopeless for the Chinese. 
Lhe administration’s management of the 
five power loan, of the Mongolian and 
Tibetan questions, and the assassinations 
| which have marked the progress of the 
republican idea have increased the dis- 
trust, have finally converted it into the 
conviction in the south that China is 
headed back towards absolutism and not 
forward towards republican institutions, 
Hence the new revolution in the south, 
where thé republicans are determined that 
if they may not have a constitutional gov- 
ernment at Peking they will cut loose and 
establish one at Nanking. ‘

CHEESE. | 

ILK in the form of cheese is whole- 

some. The type of cheese called 

American is liable to produce con- 

stipation for the same reason that 

milk produces it—because it is so 

concentrated, so free from waste. The 

more highly flavored cheeses have enough of 

bacterial products in them to overcome this 
objection. 

Katen slowly, well masticated, and well 
mixed with other food, cheese is highly di- 
gestible. The rarebit fiend develops night- 
mare, not because of the cheese, but be- 
cause he eats a heavy mea! while in a con- 
dition of mental excitement, and then goes 
to bed. The fault is not with the cheese. 

Cheese is good, nutritious food. Cheese 
is man-made. It follows that some cheese 
is well made, made in a cleanly fashion, and 
properly protected against dirt and con- 
tagion. It also follows that some cheese 
belongs in the other group. 


_ 

Probably most cheese, when stored, is, iike 
most natural ice when Store, scarcely 
to be called safe food. But before the 
green is out, the contagion is out. This, 
however, is not true of tuberculosis. Cal- 


tier, Harrison, in Canada, and Mohler at 


Washington have proved that tubercle ba- 
cilli can stay alive in Cheddar cheese for 
more than four mionths; in Emmenthaler 
they die more quickly. 

The flavors of cheese are due to bac- 
teria. Cheese makers have been trying 
for years to grow the bacteria of the dif- 
ferent cheeses so that the milk could be 
first sterilized and then the culture added. 
In this way they could get a more uniform 
product, a better product, and one that 
would never contain live consumption 
germs. . 

— 

These efforts began more than ten years 
ago, but Sammis tells us that when the 
Chicago ordinance requiring that cheese 
be made only from pasteurized milk was 
passed in 1908 no practical way of making 
American cheese in this manner had been 
found. 

However, the experimeuters got busy. 
Soon signs advertising cheese from pas- 
teurized milk appeared, and now the ag- 
ricultura] department is out with a bulle- 
tin in which it tells of two years’ prac- 
tical experience with the new method of 
cheese making. 

The cheese was made at the University 
of Wisconsin. It was put out as a regu- 
lar market commodity without letting the 
purchaser know that it was out of the or- 
dinary. 

Samples were submitted to cheese grad- 
ers. The cheese graded higher than or- 
dinary market cheese. It was much more 
uniform. It kept better. 

From the market standpoint it was more 
econorsival to make, it went away less 
frequently, and the trade liked it. 

It was all right in practical use as well 
as in theory. And it was free from live 
tubercle bacilli.

DRUG HABIT DANGER, 

F. A. C. writes: “If a strong young man 
insists on taking quarter grain codeine tab- 
lets at the constant rate of two or three daily, 
is there any danger of this excessive use of 
them proving fatal? How Yong could an 
ordinary heart stand six or seven grains of 
codéine a week? What, if any, bad effect 
would antikamnia-codeine tablets have, to 
replace the plain codeine? He takes the 
tablets for headaches, caused, I think, by too 
much eye work, and insists they are not 
harmful.” 

REPLY. 

Probably they would not prove fatal, and cer- 
tainly not by paralyzing the heart. But the man 
will soon become a drug fiend and drug fiends 
shortly become so Inefficient, incapable, and usual- 
ly so immoral that life is not worth living. Anti- 
kamnia and codeine tablets are somewhat Hable 
to produce the drug habit. However, they are 
more certain to produce constant headaches, They 
poison the nerve cells and the blood cells so that 
they bring about the condition they ere supposed 
to cure and that they do sometimes relieve,

HAVE FRESH AIR ENTER. 

W. G. writes: Some months ago you 
cautioned your readers not to have a gas 
water heater in the bathrooms, unless it is 
connected with a chimney, saying that there 
had been deaths traced to that practice. I 
wish to know if it is not equally true that the 
burners of a gas range would be also un- 
healthy, unless there was a hood over the 
burners and connected to a chimney. Does 
the contact of the hot gases with the cold 
water pipes generate a by-product, different 
from that which arises from the fire of an 
open range? If so, what is it? I know of 
some recent instances when people were 
made sick and one of them fainted from 
using a hot water heater not connected 
with the chimney. Hence I wish to know 
about the gas range, so as to take whatever 
precautions are necessary to be safe.“ 


REPLY. 

1. Yes. The danger is not as great because the 
room is better ventilated, 

2. It prevents complete burning of the gas. Thus 
the air of the room is fouled by some unburned 
gas, some little soot, or unburned carbon: the 
oxygen is used up, carbonic acid and a little car- 
bon monoxide are poured into the air. Use a 
stove with a flue or chimney. See that fresh air 
enters through the windows.

W. A. writes: “I have suffered for four 
weeks from an acute attack of diarrhea. I 
eat nothing but solid food, such as cheese, 
milk, and dried fruits. Will you please tell 
me the best foods to eat, as I am weakened? 
I am unable to pay a doctor.“ 

REPLY. 

A diarrheea lasting four weeks in a grown per- 
son has passed the home treatment stage. Have 
a physician find out the cause. If you cannot af- 
ford to pay a physician you can get service at a 
dispensary.

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F all the great naval heroes of England 

there is none whose name calls up 80 

many romantic associations and exer- 

eises so strong a Hold upon the imag- 

ination as that of Sir Francis Drake. 

Yet there exists at the present time no mon- 

ument or memorial of any kind to recall 

the services which he rendered to his native 
land. 

This extraordinary and wholly unaccount- 
able neglect ig about to be repaired. A na- 
tlonal committee has been formed, under 
the presidency of the first lord of the ad- 
miralty, Winston Churchill, and the first 
meeting thereof took place last week at 
the London residence of Premier'Asquith's 
brother-in-law. Lord Glencenner. , 

It was attended by the official representa- 
tives in England of the dominion of Can- 
ada, of the commonwealth of Australia, of 
the union of South Africa, and of New 
England, as well as by the principal mem- 
bers of the Imperial Navy league, of the 
West Indian club, and of the Devonian asso- 
ciation, 

The success of the project is already as- 
sured, and the cOmmittee is now engaged in 
determining what form the méptorial shall 
take. 

—.- 

It is a movement which cannot fall also to 
interest people in the United States, and 
will probably be used to revive the activi- 
ties of that extraordinary association known 
as the Drake society, the members of which, 
embracing several hundred American alleged 
descendants of Sir Francis Drake, are bent 
on obtdining possession of the estate of their 
illustrious ancestor. 

The éstate, so they declare, consists of 
landed grants to the great navigator, accu- 
mulations of rentals, and money in chancery 
to the extent of some $200,000,000. 

The association has in the past employed 
numerous agents to push its claims in Eng- 
land, agents who have accepted money for 
their services, but have failed to accom 
plish anything. 

Indeed, these Drake millions have been kept 
Gangling before the eyes of credulous people 
in America for at least twenty-five years 
past, and have been utilized by shyster law- 
yers and other unscrupulous individuals to 
ewindle hundreds of people of modest means 
out of thousands and thousands of dollars 
which they could ill afford to lose.

The millions of the great Sir Francis Drake 
are as much a myth as the story that he 
left any descendants, The claims are based 
on the supposition that Sir Francis left two 
sons, John and Francis. 

The second, it is asserted, inherited his fath- 
er's property and passed it on to his heirs, 
his branch of the family, however, becoming 
extinct in 1749, whereupon the property, as 
well as the title, according to the story, 
should have reverted to the descendants of 
John, the younger son of the famous sea 
fighter. 

The members of the Drake association of 
the United States claim to be the lineal heirs 
and descendants of this John Drake, and itis 
on this pretension that they base their do- 
mands. 

Now, the English official standard Peer- 
ages, Baronetages, and analogous works of 
reference, bath of the present day and of 
the sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth 
centuries, demonstrate that Queen Eliza- 
beth’s great admiral, Sir Francis Drake, al- 
though twice married, died without children. 

By his will, which bears the date of Lon- 
Gon, May 17, 1506, the original of which is 
on file to this day at Somerset house, in 
London, and shown to visitors on payment 
of a small fee, he declares that, being child- 
less, he bequeaths his property, consisting 


an of Buckland abbey, in the county of Devon. 
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to his nephew, Francis Drake, the son of his 
elder brother, Thomas, who is named exec- 
utor of the will. 

This ig sufficient in itself to dispose of the 
claim. of the Drake association of the United 
States, and to prove that under no circum- 
stances Can its members possibly be regarded 
as descendants of the admiral. 

The nephew and heir, Francis Drake, was 
created a baronet by James I., and the bar- 
onetey, as well as the property, passed ‘down, 
either from father to son or from uncle to 
nephew, until the end of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, when the baronetcy became extinct 
through the death without issue in 1794 of Sir 
Francis Henry Drake, the fifth baronet. 

His estates, comprising Buckland abbey, 
near Yelverton, went to his nephew, the sec- 
ond and last Lord Heathfield of Gibraltar. 

-*- 

Lord Heathfield’s mother was Anne Drake, 
sister of the fifth baronet. She married Sir 
George Eliott, who, for his gallant defense 
of Gibraltar, was created the first Lord 
Heathfield. 

Anne Drake and the first Lord Heathfield 
had, besides this only son, who died as sec: 
ond and last Lord Heathfield, a daughter 
named Anne Eliott, married to John Drayton 
Fuller of Ashdown House, Sussex. 

Their son, Thomas Fuller, inherited on the 
death of his uncle, the second Lord Heath- 
field, the Drake estates, and, in accordance 
with the terms of the will of the fifth bar- 
onet, assumed the name and armorial bear- 
ings of the Drake family. 

He was a distinguished veteran of the 
Peninsflar wars, and, partly for his serv- 
ices under Wellington in Spain and Portu- 
gal and partiy by reason of his ownership 
of the Drake estates, Was created a baronet 
by George IV. at the beginning of his reign. 

He also died without issue, and the Drake 
baronetcy and estates went to his younger 
brother's son, Francis Fuller. He, too, was 
obliged to secure a royal license in 1870 to 
assume the surname and arms of Eliott and 
Drake, which converted him from Sir Fran- 
cis Fuller into Sir Francis Eliott Drake. 

—~o- 

He has no son, only a daughter, who is 
married to Lord Seaton, and it is understood 
that when he is gathered to his fathers the 
Drake estates will pass to her. 

As she, too, has no children, it 16 prob- 
able that she may, on ber death, leave the 
Drake estates in Devonshire to her cousin, 
Theodore Briscoe, whose widowed mother Is 
the eldest sister of Sir Francis Elliott Drake. 

‘Theodore Briscoe will probably, in ac- 
cordance with the usual custom in euch 
cases, obtaim from the crown a license to 
assume the name of Drake and the ar morſat 
bearings of his uncle, and may in the long 
run secure a revival of the present Drake 
baronetcy, which otherwise becomes extinct 
on the death of Sir Francis. 

The estates of Sir Franch, all told, do not 
extend over more than 6,000 acres of land in 
the county of Deve and are heavily in- 
cumbered.

It may be of interest to add that the cele- 
brated admiral had, in addition to his elder 
brother, Thomas, still another brother named 
John. who commanded the ship Swan in the 
attack upon Vera Cruz, 

Possibly he remained on this side of the 
Atlantic. But, even if that were the case, 
and if the Drakes in the United States were 
his descendants, they would have no claim 
whatsoever upon the Drake property in Dev- 


onshire, since no mention is. made by the | 


great admiral in his will of his brother John, 


the property being explicitly bequeathed to 
‘the son of his elder brother, Thomas.

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PUBLIC MOTOR RATES 
START CITY INQUIRY. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

HE campaign undertaken by Mayor 
Harrison against the charges made for 
taxicabs and for public autos not 
equipped with taximeters will prob- 
ably receive aggressive support of the 

council. Several aldermen yesterday ex- 
pressed themselves as in harmony with the 
mayor's idea. It is planned to have the mat- 
ter ready for the city councht next Monday 
evening and an inquiry may be started im- 
mediately. 

The mayor’s particular target seems to be 
the Frank Parmelee company, which oper- 
ates a motor business from all of the rall- 
road stations in connection with its omnibus 
and baggage transfer service. He has had 
two experiences with this company which he 
terms “ robbery.” 

Charles A. McCulloch, general manager of 
the Parmelee company, asserted during the 
day that it is losing between $20,000 and 2. 
000 a year on this business, and that all of 
the taxicab companies in Chicago have re- 
fused to provide the depot service. | 


~~? 

The rates of Parmelee are higher than 
the schedule of the taxicab companies and 
higher than ig contemplated by the city code, 
although it is asserted the company is not 
violating the city ordinances. 

From any railway station to any hotel, 
office, or other place within the territory 
bounded by Kinzie, Canal, and Twelfth 
streets and the lake, the Parmelee company 
charges 75 cents, with an extra charge of % 
cents for each additional passenger. To any 
other address within the city the company 
charges 75 cents for the first mile and 60 cents 
for each additional mile. For each addi- 
tional passenger for the whole journey there 
is an extra charge of 25 cents. | 

Mayor Harrison thinks these rates are ex- 
cessive. To a resident of London they would 
perhaps appear as exorbitant. The fares in 
the British metropolis are so low the motor 
is used for short distance travel and the use 
of taxicabs is much more extensive there 
than here. It has been suggested that if the 
charges were reduced to a lower figure in 
Chicago much more traveling in the vehicles 
would be induced and the prosperity of the 
operators would not be impaired. On the 
other hand, it is claimed that a majority of 
the taxicab companies in London have gone 
into receivers’ hands within the last year or 
two because there are no profits at the rate 
they charge. 


| — 

A Parmelee motor car was taken yesterday 
from the Illinois Central station to Thirty- 
ninth street and Indiana avenue. The charge 
was $2.25 for three passengers. A taxicab 
for the same ride back cost $1.90. A taxicab 
in London for the same distance and num- 
ber of passengers would cost 92 cents. 

A Varmelee car was taken from the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern station to Michigan 
avenue and Twenty-second street. The bill 
for two passengers was $2. A taxicab back 
cost $1.70. For the same distance with the 
same number of passengers the charge in 
London would be 56 cents. 

While the Parmelee company charges 75 
cents for the first mile and 50 cents for each 
succeeding mile, the charge in London is 16 
cents for the first mile and 4 cents for each 
additional quarter of a mile.

An abstract of the London laws relating to 
proprietors, drivers, and conductors of pub- 
lic, carriages was found in the municipal li- 
brary. Under schedule K the charges for 
motor cabs, both with and without taxime- 
ters, are shown in the following language, 
the only exception being the substitution of 
American cents for English pence: 

The fare payable for the hiring of a motor 
cab fitted with a taximeter recording the 
fare by 4 combination of time and distance 
shall be according to the following scale:

la] For à distance not exceeding one mile, or 
for time not exceeding ten minutes 
Ib Exceeding one mile or ten minutes

The ordinance rates for taxicabs in Chicago 
are, briefly, as follows:

For each additional passenger, on whole journey . 20 
For each four minutes of waiting ... 
For automobiles, other than taxicabs, the 
tariffs are: 
For two passenger car or legs, $3 per hour, with 
minimum charge of §1. 
For three to five passenger car, $4 per hour, with 
minimum charge of $1.50. 


For six or more passenger car, $5 per hour, with 
minimum charge of §2. 

In additiow the ordinance provides that in 
the absence of any agreement a chauffeur 
cannot charge more than the taxicab rates.

The Parmelee company does not operate 
taxicabs, but what it calle limousine four 
passenger cars. It makesanagr with 
every one using its cars before they Enter, 
Its system was explained by Mr. McCulloch, 
together with certain comments, as follows: 

Wo operate ae a private garage. We 
transfer passengers from the railroad sta- 
tions to hotels, other stations, or any loca- 
tion within the city. We dodot transfer per- 
sons from the hotels to the stations or other- 
wise do a general taxicab business. Our 
stands are on private property and we only 
do a transfer business for the railroads. 

“Years ago we had horse drawn vehicles. 
We did not want the motor business. We 
tried to get the Shaw Taxicab company to 
accept the business. It accepted at the La 
Salle street station, but quit in seven days. 
We had the Auto Car company take the 
Northwestern statiom, and it quit. The Chi- 
¢ago Motor company also quit. About 75 per 
cent of the time our cars are idle.”

How many autos did you have for each 
train that pulled into the La Salle street sta- 
tion yesterday and how many were used?” 
the general manager was asked. He called 
for the reports om each train and permitted 
the outsider to do the adding. These reports 
showed that from 6:30 a. m. to 10:80 p. m. the 
Parmelee company had 287 auto’ at the sta- 
tion, counting the number there at the ar- 
rival of each train, and only ninety-nine of 
these were used. 

“The railroads insisted upon autos,” con- 
tinued Mr. McCulloch. “ We knew it was a 
losing proposition, for we lost about $12,000 
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IN ANY CITY.

SMOKE AT THE “STUB END.”

Directly underneath the platform used by 
the long suffering people the switch en- 
gines of the Chicago and Northwestern gc 
back and forth, belching up great clouds 
of stifling gas and soft coal soot.

This matter has been taken up again with the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad and I am 
advised that the engines using these tracks are 
now burning Pocahontas coal. Further, they 
have positive instructions not to stand under the 
elevated structure and switching at the rush hours 
is reduced to the minimum. 

I am also advised by the Northwestern Elevated 
Railroad company that they are investigating the 
matter with the idea of determining what im- 
provements, if any, can be made at this station in 
order to keep the gases away from the platform.

Brookes, was instrumental! in 
bringing the cup to England. R. Morris 
Williams of Philadelphia will meet C. P.

Parke Improves in Play. 

Parke fell an easy victim to McLaughlin 
in the open English championships, but a 
round of tournament plæy since, including the Irish 
champonship, is said to have greatiy improved 
his form. England pins its hope on his ability 
to defeat his opponent on the rumor that McLough- 
lin is stale. McLoughlin did not play up to his 
form in the Canadian —e but certainly 
showed no sign of staleness then.

LOSE 88,000 ON GAMES HERE 


Deficit for the Grant Park Meet 
Smaller than Expected. 


TOTAL COST ABOUT $40,000. 


Permanent Body Suggested to Hold 
Contests Every Summer.

Final report of the auditor, made yesterday 
to the executive committee of the Inter- 
national Athletic Games association, which 
conducted the recent Grant park carnival, 
showed a deficit of less than $3,000, instead 
of the $10,000 previously estimated.

the balance of the deficit not covered by Mr. Hey- 
worth’s donation. The matter will be brought to 
their attention.“ 

At the meeting of the executive committee the 
suggestion was made that a permanent organiza- 
tion be formed for conducting an athletic tourna- 
ment in Chicago every summer. The expense of 
putting on the meet approximated $40,000, most 
of which was raised by subscription in advance 
ef the games.

BIRTHDAY GREETINGS.

EVENTEEN jobs in seventeen countries— 
ranging from stevedore and able seaman

They are now in the city after completing a 
circuit of the globe, having worked the entire 
way without receiving financial aid from home, 
the time elapsed being twenty-two months.

Chicago Oct, 1, 1911, going to Boston and from 
that port working passage across the Atlantic 
as cattlemen on the liner Cymric. Woodward 
and Sparkes, who also live in Chicago, completed 
the trip several months ago, but Miles and 
Parker did not finish the journey untl this 
week. The former arrived in Chicago two days 
ago after working his way from New Orleans 
on a passenger train. Parker arrived yester- 
day from that city, having earned his passage 
as an assistant brakeman on a freight train.

The two found it a somewhat difficult mat- 
ter to secure positions on transpacific steam- 
ers, but Miles finally secured a job as a cook 
on board a mail liner, Parker, in order to com- 
plete the trip baek to the United States with 
hie friend, stowed away in a lifeboat, reportin 
to the captain after the ship had gotten wel 
away from land. The captain was at first in- 
clined to put Parker in the brig, on a bread and 
water diet, but finally consented to letting him 
work his passage as a saor. 

Before starting on their globe trotting expe- 
dition, Woodward was connected with a Chi-

Don’t you wish that we could all of us jaunt 
off for a week end to see her? She's perhaps 
the far away home worker, the farthest one.

ee father, and three children, settled in 
we rented rooms with hardly a stick of furni- 
ure and scareely any dishes save what grand- 
mother culled out from her none too plentiful 
stock—old thick white plates, “‘ unhreakable” 
ri and chip,ed sauce dishes. Today we have 
2 ouse of our own, being paid for, a piano, all 
the furniture for the five rooms, a well dressed, 
well fed, well supplied family of nine, and 
father a partner in & paying business. 

Having been missionaries in “Africa for over 
six years, we, of course, had little with us. First 
living in à tent for four months, then in two 
room, then we moved into a small four room 
upstairs. The economies mother suffered are 
beyond my full fealigzation. “A penny saved” 
Was the truth that mother faithfully adhered 
to Htepally, and not merely “asa rule.” Usually 
we had potatoes and a brown gravy every day, 
with vegetables in season; meat on Sundays. 
Sometimes there were beans or a dish of lentils 
and onions, or a mutton stew made of bits of 
meat and bone left of a day's butchering. This 
was 6 cents a pound, and gave lots of nourish- 
ment from the bone in a stew, nourishment 
‘otherwise lost. A pudding or canned fruit was 
@ company dish, and a cake or 4 pie was a 
luxury, The trouble is that wd can’t get down 
to the cornmeal mush our fathers and mothers 
subsisted on. Plain food is plenty good enough, 
We don't have to swallow dollars, and cents. 

It has been just such economies ab these that 
have brought us to our present state. Just the 
carefgul patching and darning, the everlasting 
scraping and digging and saving of pennies and 
nickels, No other way could it have been done.

“The competition of the church with the sa- 
loon for the young men is open and active If 
the church would win it certainly must provide 
an adequate substitute for the legitimate func- 
tions which the saloon performs and for the 
agencies by which the saloon supplies a deeply 
felt need and necessary requirement. The Sa- 
loon is feeding the people, amusing them, tak- 
ing care of them. It cashes the workman's pay 
check, helps him find a job, takes care of him in 
trouble. The saloon is effective, very human, 
and always on the job. In the face of this, what 
ia the use of talking of driving the saloon out 
until the church offers an adequate substitute? 

“* You ministers pass too much time preach- 
ing what those fellows—the fellows who popu- 
late the saloons—would call churehianity, to 
the exclusion of Christianity,’ said Paul M. 
Strayer, the social expert from New York. 

“I decided that he was right after ten years 
as a minister. That is why I am advocating 
billiards in churches.”

This is the time of year when the bunches 
of beets may chance, on almost any day, to be 
selling at the lowest mark reached during the 
year, On such a day the thrifty housewife puts 
up her store of pickled beets. All that is nec- 
essary is to boil the beets, put them in jars, 
pour boiling vinegar over them, spiced or not, 
according to taste, and then seal, The beets 
may be thus pickled whole or in slices. If they 
are large ones it is usually better to slice them, 
and many housewives put in with them e few 
slices of raw onion before adding the scalding 
hot vinegar. 

Onions may be boiled with the beets to flavor 
them, as in one of the following recipes. The 
three recipes following are from Dainty 
Dishes,” a collection of recipes made by Lady 
Harriet St. Clair, late Countess of Munster: 

TO DRESS BEETROOT AND SMALL 
ONIONS WITH A SAUCE PIQUANTE.—Take 
two or three beetroots and wash them clean. 
Be careful not to break any of the fibers, other- 
wise they will lose their color in boiling. Boil 
them till tender with two or three dozen but- 
ton onions. When they are done take off the 
skin and the outside fibers of the beetroot and 
slice it down. Stew jt in the following sauce 
for ten minutes. Take an ordinary sized onion, 
mince it small, and fry it brown in a little but- 
ter. Add à little flour and brown that also. 


Then put in a ladléfyl of soup stock, the juice’ 


of a lemon, and some salt and pepper. When 
it is done dish the onions in the center, the 
beetroot and sauce around, and serve hot. 
FRICASSEE OF BBERETROOT.—Boil some 
beetroots tender, slice them, and put them into

herbs minced fine, a little bit of shallot (our 
smallest new onions), a pinch of flour, salt, 
pepper, and a spoonful or more of vinegar, Let 
it boil a quarter of an hour and it will be ready 
to serve.

STEWED BEETROOT.—Bake beetroots in 
the oven until they are tender; take them out, 
and when they ate cold remove the outside. 
Cut them in slices and pour a little vinegar 
over them. Then put them into a stewpan with 
as much gravy as will cover them. Simmer for 
half an hour. Thicken the gravy before serv- 
ing with some cream, in which you have mixed 
a slice or two of beetroot, beaten up in the 
mortar to give it a fine color,

Mrs. Lucy H. Yates says in her latest bogk: 

“To our thinking, beets are far hicer baked 
than boiled,.and there is less likelihood of their 
losing their color by the breaking of the skin 
when they are cooked in the oven. When quite 
tender the skin is peeled off and the beets, if 
large, are cut into quarters and tossed in the 
sauté pan with a little butter and a few drops 
of vinegar. This is the plainest way of dress- 
ing them. 

“For beetroot à la creme small globe beets 
lend themselves better than do larger roots, 
After they have been washed they should be 
baked entire and then skinned and, still keep 
ing them whole, be left simmering for awhile 
in a little butter. When they are ready to 
serve a white sauce is poured around them 
and chopped parsley is sprinkled over them. 
The mild flavor of beets makes a little acidity 


in the sauce seem desirable, and a dash of vine-

My mother, a very Mrs. Rundle in the mat- 
ter of preserves and jams, used this recipe for 
ripe tomato preserves: Seven pounds of small 
egg or plum tomatoes (peeled), a pound of 
white sugar for each pound of fruit, juice of 
three lemons and half the grated rind of one. 
There should not be more than an even tea- 
spoonful of the rind, just enough to impart a 
slight spiciness to the preserves, Let peeled 
tomatoes and sugar stand together all night in 
a cool place. In the morning drain off the sirup 
and boil clear, skimming @s the scum rises. 
Then add the tomatoes and cook gently twenty 
minutes. Take out the tomatoes, a few at a 
time, with a perforated skimmer, and spread 
upon dishes in the sun.
